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The Western Pennsylvania Institn. 
tion has lately been made the fortunate 
recipient of a munificent gift from Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie, of the Edgar Thomp 
■on Steel Works of Braddock, Pa. 
The benevolent gentleman baa donated 
fire thousand dollars to be used a*, the 
nucleus of a library fund. The interest 
on the amount is to be expended on 
suitable books and reading matter for 
the deaf-mute pupils of the school, 
while the principal will always remain 
intact Several of our deaf.mute in- 
stitutions have been remembered in 
the way of bequests at various times. 
It gives us pieasnre to note this latest 
donation, not only on account of the 
timely help it will be to a comparative- 
ly young establishment, but because it 
indicates an interest in deaf-mute edu- 
cation by one wbo is not directly con- 
nected with it. The five thousand dol- 
lars could not be used for a more noble 
and practical purpose than that design- 
edly the giver. Of all helps to a gen- 
eral education, both at school and after 
leaving school, the foremost and beat 
is good literature, the reading of which 
begets ideas and tends to the develop- 
ment of a correct use of language 
The pupils of the Western Pennsyl- 
vania Institution are to be congratu- 
lated on the important advantage that 
Mr. Carnegie's gift will confer upon 
them. 



Sow days ago the Salt Lake City 
Tribune published an account of how 
a little deaf and dumb boy had been 
enticed into a Chinese opium den, 
where he was found late at night by 
his father smoking a big pipe, and 
was taken home in a state of torpor. 
There are in the Territory about 150 
deaf and dumb people, of whom one- 
half are adults. Many of the adults 
need education, while all those under 
age specially stand in need of it. 
Most of the mute children are in fami- 
lies which are not able to bear the ex- 
pense of sending them to California, 
Colorado or some of the Eastern States 
to be instructed. Utah has propor. 
tionately more uneducated adult deaf 
and dumb than any other State or Ter- 
ritory. The number of deaf mute 
children is also proportionately larger. 
As very many of these children are of 
polygamous parentage the increase of 
mutes is enormous. The veto of an 
appropriation for a deaf-mute Institu- 
tion at Salt Lake City, is therefore 
very deplorable. That so many 
children should be allowed to grow up 
in ignorance would be a blot upon the 
people of Utah, were it not for the 
fact that polygamy is so great a stain 
as to dwarf all other shortcomings. 
But polygamy has had its day. Let 
as hope that the day of deaf-mute 
education is not far distant.

The preceding estimates are based 
upon the hvpoi hesis that the tourist 
will require a whole doublo berth 
alone, and three "square" meals eaidi 
day.
